“The poll tax has kept a great num- 
ber of people of the type who should 
vote from voting, because they have 
not been able to pay the poll tax in 
the one-month period which is pro- 
vided for paying it,” he asserted. 

The Gulf Coast legislator said that 
he felt that “the poll tax has outlived 
the purpose for which it was primarily 
designed.”

Don’t overdo it. Used in correct pro- 
Portions, a flower preservative prevents 
or retards bacterial growth, adds days 
to the life span of cut flowers, helps 
develop unopened buds on spike flow- 
ers, encourages fuller blooms, and pre- 
vents fading. 

2. Next, remove all foliage from the 
lower portion of the

preventing the flowers from getting the 
necessary water. 

3. Cut stems on a long, diagonal 
slant with a very sharp knife so they 
can absorb water easily. Never use 
scissors. Place flowers in water the 
instant their stems are cut. 

4. Now you can arrange the flow- 
ers permanently as you wish. The 
only further care necessary is the 
addition of a little cool water as re- 
quired every day or so. You do not 
need to change the water, 
stems or 
any way, 

5. If you do not have a 
preservative on hand, prepare the flow- 
ers as outlined in all other details. 
To ensure long life in this case, 
the water must be changed and an inch 
cut from each stem daily. 
on a diagonal slant. Although 
method requires more of your time, 
give you an opportunity to 
vary the design of the flower arrange- 
ment from day to day.

Legend has it that gladioli sprang up 
from swords driven into the ground 
by two brothers who had been quarrel- 
‘ing over the division of inherited land. 
Alter much bloody give and take, they 
remembered their family ties and de- 
cided to make peace with each other. 
As a gesture of trust and friendship, 
they drove their weapons into the 
earth. And there in time, the first 
gladioli bloomed, sheathed in the un- 
mistakable shape of sword blades. Per- 
haps this is why these flowers were 
known as sword flags or sword 
lilies, but it is fact that name gladiolus 
1s derived from the Latin word gladiua, 
meaning sword. 

When or where the quarrel took 
place is unknown, but actual evidence 
of gladioli was described in the sec 
ond century by the Greek doctor, Dios- 
corides, who called them corn lilies. 
In England, the gladiolus became popu- 
la when Queen Victoria ordered the 
flower grown for the royal table after 
seeing thejr living beauty displayed on 
| her visit to Fontainebleau during the 
‘1850's. Although a concerted effort 
¡to propagate the gladiolus in America 
was only started some fifty years ago, 
'“glads" are a ranking favorite today.
